‘with the Russian base at Liao Yang and 
Mukden. 

It is further asserted that a strong 
Japanese force is within 25 miles of New 
Chwang, from which town civilians and 
officials otherwise than military have 
been hurrying for the past few days in 
expectation of the coming attack. 

It is now apparent that the Russian 
force will not be able to prevent the Jap- 


| gnese from seizing New Chwang from the 


side, and so throwing it open to 
heir fleet; while, with the Japanese in 
force 70 miles east, as they are said to 
be, the whole of the Liao Tung peninsula 
lies opén to them, and the railway from 
Port Arthur to Mukden will shortly be 
in their hands.

Last Excavation Made and Final 
Plates to Protecting Tube 
Riveted Today. 


TWO HOLIDAYS FOR WORKMEN

NBW YORK, March 12.—The North river 
has been obliterated at last. A dream that 
has stirred the pulse of two great cities 
for 30 years has become a reality.

The gang of men pushing the cutting 
ghield under the bed of the river broke 
through into the New York heading just 
before ndon, and the last ring of the cast 
fron casing plaes was riveted into place at 
11:55 a. m.

Born New York state, where he com- 
pleted a law course, Filley came to Mis- 
souri in 1850, obtained a clerkship in a 
glassware store, was soon one of the part- 
ners of the business, and ten years later 
embarked in commercial life on his own 
hook. 

Although his antecedents were Demo- 
crats, his first vote was cast for the Whig 
candidate for mayor. 

In 1868 Filley, who was only & years old, 
was elected mayor of St. Louls on the Re- 
publican-Dmancipation ticket. 

He served two years as mayor and from 
that short official experience. dates his 
recognition as a Republican leader. 

The frequent antagonisms between Ke- 
rene and Filley often marred Republican 
harmony. Of the two men Filley was in- 
comparably the better organizer and more 
tactful general. 

Neither President Harrison nor Present 
McKinley offered . Filley any  consola- 
tion at the federal pie-counter. Kerens 
had the upper hand at Washington 
throughout the Harrison and McKinley 
administrations, and he never failed to 
show it. 

When Kerens effected a compromise with 
some of his friends Flley saw that the 
worst had come. He had lost caste with 
the l@cal administration and he prepared 
for the gorung of the ways. He thought 
he had done his best for the Republican 
party, and now that he is invit to re- 
enter its ranks students of politics will 
watch his course with interest.

St. Louis relatives and acquaintances of 
Mrs. Louise Cody have learned with aston- 
ishment that Col, William F. Cody, known 
the world over as ‘‘Buffalo Bill,” has ap- 
plied for a divorce, filing the suit secretly 
two months ago in Wyoming. The charge 
that Mrs. Cody tried to poison her husband 
is even more surprising to them.

Garbage Bills, Removing Reduction 
Plant Five Miles From City Lim- 
its, Are Also Passed. 


The City Counctfl made progress toward 
clearing up the work on its calendar Fri-

Hauling plant for $145,000; an emergency 
contract with the St. Louis Sanitary Co., 
for the reduction of garbage for six months 
and bills to pay the St. Louis Sanitary Co. 
and the Excelsior Hauling C& for labor 
performed since the supreme court declared 
thefr contracts unconstitutional, 

Among the bills introduced were those 
authorizing the Wabash Railroad to elevate 
the railroad tracks at the De Baliviere ave- 
nue crossing, one permitting the Transit 
company to vacate the tracks in the

At Harbin 6000 reinforcements are arriv- 
ing daliy. South of Liao Yang a great 
fortified camp is being formed, extending 
three miles in every direction, The camp 
holds now 12,000 infantry and artillery as a 
permanent garrison, with a few cavalry. 
Work at fortifying the camp goes on day 
and night, 

Only one regiment of European cavalry, 
the Primorsk dragoons, is posted at Vliadi- 
vostok. Two squadrons of cavalry ere at 
Kaichin and one squadron here. 

Foot and irregular cavalry have arrived 
at Harbin from the Caucauses and 12,000 
Cossaks from the Don and Kuban have 
been entrained, as well as a division of 
mixed cavalry 4000 strong. Gen. Kuropat- 
kin Is not expected to arrive here for three 
weeks, as he will stop at each military 
center to personally supervise the mobiliza- 
tion and the working of the railway. 

The Russian military authorities. are 
sending “official” statements from Mukden 
‘te the press at Shanghai. These state- 
ments come from Gen. Dessino, the Rus- 
sian military agent at Mukden, and al- 
though they ere not false, are mis!

HEAVY JAPANESE FORCES 
NEAR MOUTH OF YALU 
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From Chemulpo North They Have Landed a Large Army, and 
Have Made a Base at Kaisho, an Excellent Harbor. 
BY ERNEST BRINDLE,

CHEFOO, March 12.—I was in Chemulpo 
on Wednesday. 

The disembarkation of Japanese troops 
is proceeding there and in the ports north 
of it with marvelous rapllity. 

I calculate 60 transports have landed 70,- 
000 men up to date. 


The extent and completeness of the Japa- 
nese transport system have highly im- 
pressed the Coreans. They have changed 
thelr attitude toward Japan. A fortnight 
ago the Japanese found difficulty in se- 
curing native laborers. Today the labor 
supply easily equals the demand at Che- 
mulpo, and I am informed the’ same condi- 
tion exists through Corea south of Ping 
Yang. : 

In the last 10 days 16 transports have 
landed 10,000 men at a town called Kaisho, 
on the west coast of Corea, about 12 hours’ 
gall northwest of Chemu!lpo. 

Kaisho has a fine natural harbor, ap-

Obsolete Japanese coast guard ships pa- 
trol the waters between Chemulpo and 
Kaisho. On hills facing Kaisho harbor is 
the headquarters of the Japanese general 
staff. The advantageous central, but hid- 
den, location of Kaisho makes it a tre- 
mendously valuable port. 

Dispatch boats for the squadrons of the 
fleet began to run between Chemulpo and 
Chinnampo last Saturday week. 

The Japanese cavalry at Anju is keeping 
in constant touch with the Cosssacks, al- 
though there has been no fighting worth 
writing about. The Japanese are not push- 
ing northward at present. The Coreans 
are infuriated with the Russians because 
of outrages the Czar’s troops have com- 
mitted on women.

ST. PETERSBURG, -March 12.—In an in- 
terview with Gen. Kuropatkin, who leaves 
for the front today, the general said: 

“I know I am impetuous, but I shall not 
sacrifice the life of a single man uselessly. 
We shall operate in masses. In order to 
teach the Japanese a lesson we shall walk 
through their islands after crushing them 
in Manchuria and Corea. If I have a voice 
in the matter the treaty of peace will be 
signed in Tokio and not elsewhere.” 

The general's assurance reminds one of 
that shown by Gen. Buller when he went 
to the Transvaal and declared he would 
eat his Christmas dinner in Pretoria. Bul- 
ler, it will be recalled, was a miserable fail- 
ure and was badly beaten by the Boers, 
as he frequently “regretted to report.” 


Kuropatkin’s headquarters will be estab- 
lished provisionally at Liao Yang. The first 
act of Gen. Kuropatkin will be to recall the 
Russian troops from Corea. He expects 
the Russian Baltic squadron to join the Pa- 
cific fleet by the end of July and expects 
to use this combined fleet during the month 
of August. 

Gen. Kuropatkin had a long farewell in- 
terview with the Czar. He also paid part- 
ing visits to the Czarina and the grand 
dukes. 

The Czar in bidding Kuropatkin. farewell, 
expressed the greatest confidence that he 
would bring glory to Russian afms. 

Later in the day Gen. Kuropatkin re- 
ceived a deputation from the municipal 
council, who presented him with an ad- 
dress and a triple ikon, or sacred picture, 
representing the warrior Saints Alexander 
Nevsky, Alexis and George. The general 
received the ikon on bended knee and 
kissed it. In returning thanks to the depu- 
tation he said: 

“It is necessary to be calm and patient. 
The army will make faithful efforts to ac- 
complish the task entrusted to it by the 
Emperor, Slight reverses are possible 
Our troops are assembling slowly, and in 
this everythimg depends on the rafiroad. I 
am firmly confident that God will respond 
to our ,prayers and bless Russian arms.”’ 

It can be asserted that there will be no 
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conflict of authority between Viceroy 
Alexieff and Gen. Kuropatkin. The former 
ls to retain administrative control of the 
vice-royalty. Gen. Kuropatkin, although 
nominally a subordinate, will exercise 
complete control ef the land oaperations, 
and Vice-Admiral Makaroff will command 
the fleet in the far East.

Walkenhorst asked the court to compel her 
husband to pay her alimony pending -the 
trial of the suit and sult costs. and to com- 
pel him to let her see the chiid. 

Arguments were heard by _ Judge 
Foster Saturday on the motion. Walken- 
horst testified that he was working at his 
father’s brickyards for $2 a day, and ex- 
pected his wages to be reduced to $1.50 
next week.

The order of $3 a week and $50 attorney’s 
fee, $25 to be paid within two weeks, was 
soade. and the wife was permitted to see 
the child every Sunday afternoon.

Pennypacker 
for carrying out the death sentence of 
William L. Hartley, white, and James 
Edwards, a negro,’ said Sheriff James W.

SAI T LAKE, Utah, March 12—Intense 
feeling among the Mormons saused by the 
| Bmoot frouiry in Waehingtcn was respon- 
| gibie last night for one of the most exciting 
meetings ever held in this country. 

With the Logan (Utah) Tabernacie 
crowded to all the doors, excited Mormons 
denounced Congress and dGeolared that not 
only the government but the country at 
jarge as well wae persecuting the Mor- 
mons. 

Severa]) speakers declared in favor of the 
polygamy doctrine as explained by Pres- 
ident Smith at Washington and asserted 
that, if treuble arose, they would will'ngly 
give their (fives in defense of the head of 
the Mormon church, 

When a conservative member of the con- 
gregation attempted to calm the angry men 
and advised loyalty to the government 
above all things, he wae peremptorily or- 
dered to take his seat by the presiding of- 
ficer. It was impossible to stem the tide of 
G@enunciation. 

The moeting was called to testify to the 
fidelity of the Mormon people to their pres- 
ident. State President Smith presided. 

Elder J. M. Blair. in an impassioned 
speech, defemied the polygamy creed which 
President Smith ohampioned at Washing- 
ton. Heber Carliele indorsed what Blair 
had said, then declared that not only Con- 
gress but the entire country was perse- 
cuting the Mormons. 

"Polygamy is divine,” he declared. “If 
it ever comes to a difficulty I am ready to 
die for President Smith.’’
